The Washington Workshop has been 
operating in the District of Columbia 
since 1943 (of record). It is believed 


_--‘that previous to this date the program 


was conducted by the interested per- 
sons.in the private homes of members. 
The leading figures in the Workshop 
are Ida Berkowitz, Leon Berkowitz, and 
L. F. Kern. 


Amazing as it may seem, this group 
has been using the National Archives 
Auditorium every Friday evening at 
8 p.m. for the purpose of showing 
propaganda films! Inspection of the 
‘Titms already shown reveals such ‘‘mes- 
sage” films as CITIZEN KANE, pro- 
duced by Orson Wells, who is ‘a mem- 
ber and sponsar of fourteen Commun- 
ist fronts. 


In 1944 the Washington Workshop 
featured films by Sergi Risenstein, who 
spent three years in Hollywood to pro- 
mote Soviet Films in the United States. 
Risenstein is the leading Soviet Motion 
Picture Producer and accepted writer. 
The .film shown in October, 1944, 
Risenstein’s ALEXANDER NEVSKY, 
is baseg on the Teutonic invasion of 
Russia in the Thirteenth Century and 
is strictly a propaganda film. Also in 
October, 1944, they showed Leni Rief- 
enstahl’s THE TRIUMPH OF THE 
WILL, which was intended to expose 
Nazi propaganda endeavors. 

On October 2, 1943, this group 


featured Josh White, singer and guitar 
player, who had been featured ia CAFE 


Josh is a 
sympathizer 
and probably a member of the Com- 
munist Party. He belongs to a num- 
ber. of fronts and has loaned his talents 
to a score of Red front meetings.

But let us get down to the arrange- 
ment of this group with the Archives. 
The Washington’ Workshop agreed to 
furnish a feature film and the Archives 
would furnish a second film free of 
charge. The organization was given 
the auditorium without charge, but paid 
the projectionist for his time. Member- 
ship of the Workshop was about two 
hundred and is known to be a closed 
membership at the present time. The 
capacity of the auditorium is 216 seats, 
twenty-five of which were to be set 
aside for employees of the Archives at 
each showing. 


The Archives have a definite policy 
in respect to the use of their auditor- 
ium; this policy restricts the use of the 
room to Government agencies and re- 
lated bureaus of the United States. . It 
is difficult to see how this organization 
falls within this classification. Mr. 
Thad Page,. of the Archives, with whom 
the agreement was actually made, has 
stated that in the beginning he was 
suspicious of this group, but that he 
was persuaded by. Mr. Dan Lacy, an 
employee of the Archives, to permit 
this group to have use of the auditor- 
ium. As is stated above, the policy 
in regard to the Archives auditorium 
restricts its use to Government agen- 
cies . . » Why was an exception 
made with this group? !! 


One of the most significant facts in 
respect to the use of this hall is that 
the Soviet Embassy in Washington 
made a number of attempts to secure 
use of the premises at’ the same time 
the Washington Workshop was nego- 
tiating for the hall. Finally, when the 
Workshop was granted permission to 
use the auditorium, the Soviet Em- 
bassy .made no further requests.

OUR GREATEST HERITAGE 
— THE CONSTITUTION

The greatest heritage that has fallen 
to any single people in history is our 
Federal Constitution. ; 

In this age of perplexing problems 
and chaotic conditions there is nothing 
one can do with so great profit, to 
gain a clear concept of cause and rem- 
edy, as to go back and read the his- 
tory of this country for a few years 
before the Constitution was written 
and a few years after it was written. 
It would have a far-reaching influence 
for good if the American people who 
are seeking-a way out of almost in- 
surmountable difficulties could be per- 
suaded to study the Constitution and 
read the discussions that led up to the 
meeting of our Constitutional Con- 
vention and the arguments that were 
advanced in the ‘‘Federalist” and else- 
where for its adoption. 

Before the Constitution was written, 
the mob- drove our Congress from 
Philadelphia into New Jersey. Shay’s 
rebellion assaUlted the courthouses in 
the State of Massachusetts, money was 
worth two and one-half cents on the 
dollar, and we had no credit anywhere. 
ORDER OUT OF CHAOS. In the 
black night of chaos and darkness and 
despair, fifty-five men met in Phila- 
delphia and wrote the Constitution; 
and almost immediately, government- 
ally, light began to come out of dark- 
ness, order began to come out of chaos. 
During the hundred years following 
its adoption and the founding of this 
Republic, we made more human pro- 
gress, material, mental, and moral, 
than the world had known in all time 
before. During that hundred years 
we were the most normal people in our 
homes, in our schools, in our churches, 
and in our industry that history records. 

Before the Constitution was written, 
the pendulum of government through- 
out the centuries had swung back and 
forth from the monarch to the mob. 
Alexander Hamilton, the master mind 
of the Constitutional Convention, said: 
“We are forming a republican gov- 
ernment. Real liberty is never found 
in despotism, or the extremes of dem- 
ocracy . . If we incline too much 
to democracy, we will shoot into a 
monarchy.”” Which in today’s parlance 
means a dictatorship. In other words, 
we will be subject to the caprices of 
the de-Nationalist fraud called the ‘‘Un- 
ited Nations” and the flim flam called 
the World Bank — the Golden Calf — 
of the International “Money Changers” 
who aim to dominate all the trade of 
the world, our-own included. ’

WATCH HAROLD STASSEN 





Two politicians have tried to sell

In an 
article in the Saturday Evening Post, 
May 22, 1943, he gave in great detail 
his conception of what we must have 
in the way of World Government. It 
simply didn’t take. It was a dud. It was 
a millstone that Mr. Stassen hung 
around his neck when the New Deal 
sap was running. He is trying to live 
it down — by keeping very quiet about 
it. But the ghosts of his World Gov- 
ernment “wild oats” days stalk his 
Presidential ambitions.”’
